CHAPTER 1. 
Of the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
Section 1. It shall be theduty of the superintendent 
of i¢ instruction to submit to the legislature an an- 
nual report, exhibiting the condition of the university 


and primary school funds, also of the primary schools 
and of the university, and all such matters relating to his 


office and the public schools, as he may think proper to | arts 


communicate. 

Src. 2. He shall graphs suitable forms for making 
all reports, which may be required of the disirict, town- 
ship and university boards, and suitable regulations for 
conducting all proceedings under the laws relating to 
public instruction, and transmit the same with such in- 
structions as he may deem proper for the organization 
and government of the public schools, with such direc- 
tions as to the course of studies as he may judge advisa- 
ble, to the several officers intrusted with their manage- 
ment and care. 

Src. 3. He shall apply the income of the university 
fund to the payment of such debts as shall accrue from 
the operation of the law establishing the university, and 
apportion the income of the school fund among the sev- 
eral townships and cities of the state, in proportion to 
the number in each, between the age of five and seven- 
teen years. 

Sec. 4. The superintendent shall prepare annually a 
table of the amount payable to the university, and also 
the amounts in the aggregate payable to the several 
counties of the state ; and present the same to the audi- 
itor general, who shall thereupon issue his warrant upon 
the treasurer of the state for the amount payable to the 
university, and to the several counties, and direct the 
same to the treasurer of their respective counties. 

Src. 5. He shall send written notices to the clerks of 
the several counties, of the amount in the aggregate to 
be disbursed in their respective counties, and the amount 
payable to the different townships thereof, such notices 
to be disposed of by said clerks, as directed in the forty- 
fourth section of chapter three of this title. 

Sxc. 6. The superintendent shall receive for his ser- 
vices the sum of one thousand five hundred dollars per 
annum, payable quarterly, out of any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


CHAPTER 2. 
Of the University and its Bianches. 


Srotion 1. There shall be established in this state, 
an institution under the name and style of “ the univer- 


sity of .E 4 

Sec. 2. The object of the university shall be to pro- 
vide the inhabitants of the state with the means of ac- 
quiring a thorough knowledge of the various branches 
of literature, science and the arts. 

Szc. 3. The government of the university shall be 
vested in a board of regents, to consist of twelve mem- 
bers, who shall be nominated by the governor and ap- 
pointed by and with the advice and consent of the sen- 


ate. 

Sxc. 4. Classes numbered one, two, three and fuur, 
as determined by the beard at its first meeting, shall 
hold their offices one, two, three and four years respec- 
tively, from the time of their appointment. From and 
after the first of January, one thousand ‘eight hundred 
and thirty-eight, three shall be appeinted annually to 
supply the vacancies made by the provisions of this sec- 
tion, and in the manner provided for in the preceding 
section, - who shall hold their offices four years respect- 
ively. 

Src. 5. The governor, lieutenant governor, judges of 
the supreme court, and chancellor of the state, shall be 
ex-officio members of said board ; a secretary shall be

Src. 9. The university shall consist of three depart- 
ments. 
First. The department of literature, science and the 


Second. The department of law. 
Third. The department of medicine. 
In the several departments there shall be established 

the following professorships : In the department of lit- 

erature, science and arts: one of ancient languages, one 
of modern |; es, one of rhetoric and oratory, one of 
hilosophy of history and logic, one of philosophy of the 

Lanes mind, one of moral philosophy, one of natural 

theology and history of all religions, one of political 

econemy, one of mathematics, one of natural phi hy, 
one of chemistry, one of geology and mineralogy, one of 
botany and zoology, one of fine arts, one of civil engi- 
neering and drawing. In the department of law: one 
of international law, one of common law and equity, 
one of constitutional and statute law, one of commercial 
and maritime law, one of jurisprudence. In the depart- 
ment of medicine : one of anatomy, one of surgery, one 

logy and physiology, one of practice pel one 
of obstetrics and the diseases of women and children, 
one of materia medica and pharmacy and medical juris- 
prudence : Provided, That in the first organization of 
the university, the regents shall so arrange the profes- 
sorships as to appointsuch a number only as the wants 
of the institution shall require, and to increase them 
from time to time, as the incoine of the fund shall war- 
rant, and the public interest demand : Provided always, 

That no new professorship shall be established without 

the consent of the legislature. 

Sxc. 10. The immediate government of the several 
departments shall be intrusted to their respective facul- 
ties ; but the regents shall have power to regulate the 
course of instruction, and prescribe, under the advice 
of the professorships, the books and authorities to be 
used in were cera e — ; and also te tad we 
d nt such diplomas as are usually confer- 
val nd quand by other universities. 

Src. 11. The regents shal] have power to remove 
any professor, or tutor, or other officers connected with 
the institution, when in their judgment the interest of 
the university shall require it. 

Sec. 12. The board of regents shall appoint a secre- 
tary, librarian and treasurer, who shall hold their offices 
during the pleosure of the board. ‘The treasurer shall 
ee such bouds as the regents may direct for the faith- 
ul pe ce of the duties of his office, and shall keep 
a true and faithful account of all moneys received and 
paid out. 

Sec. 13. The fee of admission to the university shall 
never exceed ten dollars, and it shall be open to all per- 
sons resident in this state who may wish to avail them- 
selves of its advantages, without charge of tuition, un- 
der the regulations prescribed by the regents, and all 
others under such restrictions and regulations as said 
regents shall prescribe. 

Sec. 14. The moneys thus received shall go into the 
hands of the treasurer, and so much of such moneys as 
are needed for the purpose, shall be expended by the 
regents in keeping the university buildings in con- 
dition and repair, and the balance be appropriated for 
the increase ot the library. 

Sec. 15. A board of visiters, to consist of five persons, 
shall be appointed annually by the superintendent of 
public instruction, whose duty it shall be to make a 

examination into the state of the university in 
all iis departments, and report the result to the superin- 
tendenit, suggesting such improvements as they may 
deem im t, which report shall be transmitted to 
the legislature at its next session. 

Sxc. 16. It shall aleo be the duty of the regents to 
make-an exhibit of the affairs of the university each 
year to the superintendent of public instruction, setti 


forth the condition of the university, the amount of ex- 





penditures, the number of professors and tutors, and the 





Sec. 17. As soon as the state shall provide funds for 
that purpose, the board of regents s eed to the 
erection of the necessary buildings for the university, 
on the ground designated by the legislature, and in such 
a manner as shall ve prescribed by law. 

Sxc. 18. The board of regents shall have authority 
to expend so much of the interest arising from the uni- 
versity fund as may be necessary for the purchase of 
philosophical and other apparatus, a library and cabi- 
net of natural history. 

en 19. . me the A of the board of regents, 

ether with the superintendent of public instruction, 
tostablish branches of the wdivenii, in the different 
parts of the state; also io establish all needful rules and 
regulations for the government of such branches : Pro- 
vided always, That nothing in this chapter shall be so 
construed as to grant to any such branch the right of 
conferring degrees ; and that said branches so to be es- 
tablished shall not be more than one in any one organ- 
ized county of ihe state. 

Src. 20. In connexion with every such branch of the 
university, there shall be established an institution for 
the education of females in the higher branches ot 
knowledge, whenever such suitable buildings shall be 
prepared, to be under the same general direction and 
management as the branch with which it is connected ; 
whenever such branches shall be formed, there shall 
also be established in each a department jally ap- 
propriated to the education of teachers for the primar 
schools, and such other departments as the regents s' 
judge necessary to promote the public welfare. 

Src. 21. In one at least of the branches of the univer- 
sity, there shall be a department of agriculture, with 
competent instructors in the theory ede ree = inclu- 
ding vegetable physiology, agricult chemistry, and 
experimenta) and practical ing and agriculture. 

Sec. 22. Whenever the branches of such university, 
or any of them, shall be established as hereinafter provi- 
ded, there shall be apportioned to each such sums for 
the support of its professors an] teachers, and also such 
other sums for the purchase of books and apparatus, as 
the state of the university fund shall warrant and allow. 

Src. 23. Meetings of the board may be called in such 
manner as the regents shall prescribe; and seven of 
them so assembled shall! constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, and a less number may adjourn 
from time to time. 

Sec. 24. The board of r ts are hereby authorized 
and required, on or before the first Monday in January, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine, to procure 
the best and most ag pee plan for the university 
buildings, which plan, if approved of by the governor 
and superintendent of public instruction, shall be adopt- 
ed by the regents of the university. 


CHAPTER 3. 
Of Primary Schools. 


DISTRICTS. 

Srction 1. Whenever any school district shall be 
formed in any township by the board of school inspec- 
tors, it shal] be the duty of said board to deliver a notice 
in writing describing the boundaries of said district, and 
the time and place of the first meeting, to a taxable in- 
habitant of such district. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of such imhabitant to no- 
4 every qualified voter of such district, either person- 
ally or by leaving a written notice at his place of resi- 
dence, of the time and place of said meeting, at least six 
days before said meeting. 

Sec. 3. Whenever such inhabitant shall neglect or rex 
fuse to serve notice as required, he shall forfeit to the 
district, for the use of the library, the sum of tendollare, 
to be recov in an action of debt by the assessor, when 
said district shall be organized, before any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 4. The qualified voters, when assembled pursu-

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Sxc. 6. In case the inhabitants of any district fail to 
erganize the same, or if any district after formation shall 
be dissolved, such notice shall be renewed in the man- 
ner prescribed in the first two sections of this chapter. 

Src. 7. Whenever, from whatever cause, any district 
shall become destitute of the three officers provided for 
in this act for the period of six months, or whenever 
any district shall neglect or refuse tv hold two succes- 
sive annual meetings, it shall he taken and lield to be

Szc. 8. Special meetings may be called by the dis- 
trict board, or by any one of them, on the written re- 
quest of three legal voters of the district, by giving the 
required previous notice; but in all such cases the ob- 
ject of the meeting shall be clearly stated in said notice. 

Sc. 9. All notices for district meetings, except such 
as are provided for in the first two sections of this chap- 
ter, whether annual or special, shall set furth the day 
and hour and place of meeting, and be given at least six 
days previous to such meeting, by being posted up in 
the most public place in the district. 163: 

Sec. 10. The annual meeting of each school district 
shall be on the first Monday of October. " 

Src. 11. Each school district organized under this 
act, shall be a body corporate, by the name and style of 
“school district number , of the township of

and in that name capable of suing and being sued, and 
of holding such real and personal estate as is authorized 
eed ds ee by the provisions of this act, and of

Src. 12. Whenever any suit shall be brought against 
any school district, the process shall be by summons, a 
copy of which shall be left with the assessor of said dis- 
trict, at least ten days previous to the return day thereot. 

Src. 13. Whenever lawfully assembled, the qualified 
voters in each district shall have power, 

First. To adjourn from time to time, as may be neces- 


sary. 

yy Ey To designate a site for a school-house, and 
to change the same by a vote of two-thirds at any regu- 
lar meeting: Provided, That when no site can be es- 
tablished by said inhabitants, the inspectors of the town- 
ship or townships shall determine where the site shall 
be ; and said determination shall be final. — ; 

Third. To purchase or lease an appropriate site, and 
to build, hire or purchase a school-house, and to impose 
such tax as 8 be sufficient for the pepe thereof : 
Provided, That the amount of such tax shall not exceed 
in any one year the sum of five hundred dollars. 

Fourth. 'To impose, from time to time, such tax as 
may be required to keep the school-house in repair, and 
provide for the necessary appendages : Provided, That 
all expenses for fuel shall be a tax upon the inhabitants 
sending pupils to school, in proportion to the number of 
pupils and the time they shall attend school : and pro- 
vided also, that when any district in which a school- 
house shall have been built, shall within two years there 
after be divided, and there shall be a tax for a school- 
house raised in the district to which any portion of such 
aforesaid district shall have been attached, the remain- 
ing portion of such district in which the school-house 
dialt tave been built, shall refund to the newly formed 
district that portion of the tax contributed by such por- 
tion of the district so set off. 

Fifth. To impose a tax sufficient for the purchase of 
a suitable library case ; also, a sum not exceeding ten 
dollars annually for the purchase of books, to be selected 
by a vote of the district, or by the district board when 
80 directed. 

Sizth. To designate the place where the library shal] 
he kept, and the person by whom it shal] be kept ; and 
the superintendent of public instruction shall establish 
the necessary rules for the regulation of the library. 

Seventh. To determine at each annual meeting the 
length of time, which shall not be less than three months, 
the school shail be kept ; and to fixthe amount of money, 
in addition to its apportionment. which may be raised 
for the support of its school teachers the ensuing year ; 
the sum so voted not to exveed in any one year ninety 
dollars : Provided, That in case no sum for the support 
of schvols shall be voted at the annual meeting of any 
district, the director may call a special meeting for the 

of -voting such tax, at which meeting, the dis- 
trict may, by a vote of two-thirds, vote any sum, not ex- 
ceeding that authorized to be raised at the annual meet- 


ing. 
“Eigha, To order and direct the sale of any site, that 
to the district, whenever the school-house 
shall have been removed, on the sale of such other prop- 
erty and buildings, as may belong the district. 
District Officers, their Powers and Duties, 
Src. 14. The moderator, director and assessor, shall 
hold their respective offices until the annual meeting next 
wing their nm, and until others are chosen: 
Provided, They shall not hold their offices beyond the 
time of @ second annnal meeting without re-election. 








Src. 15, Every person elected toany one of the above 
offices, who, without sufficient cause, shall neglect or 
refuse to serve, shall forfeit to the district for the use 
of the library the sum of ten dollars, to be recovered 
in an action of debt, by the assessor, before any court of 
competent jurisdiction. 7 

Sec. 16. The mederator shall have power, and it 
shall be his duty, to preside at all meetings of the dis- 
trict, to sign all warrants for the cellection of taxes, and 
all orders for the payment of moneys to be disbursed by 
the district, and countersign all warrants of the director 
upon the township board of inspectors, for the moneys 
apportioned to the district by said board of school in- 


speetors. 

Sec. 17. The assessor shall have power, and it shall 
be his duty, 

First. ‘Yo obtain, within thirty days of his election, a 
transcript of so much of the last assessment roll of the 
township or townships as relates to his district, and shall 
add to such transcript all the property of persons who 
may have become residents.since the last assessment roll 
was made, and all property purchased by non-residents 
since the making of said roll; said property to be rated 
according to the rule of valuation adopted in making out 
the township assessment roll: Provided, That no prop- 
erty shall be twice assessed, and the said transcript, to- 
gether with such additions as shall be made as afure- 
said, shall be the assessment roll of said district ; and 
all taxes to be raised in such district, shall be levied 
upon the taxable property thereof, in proportion to such 
valuation. 

Second. To post up, whenever any tax shall have 
been assessed upon the property of his district, in the 
most frequented and central place, a list of persons tax- 
ed, with the amount on eorenwe their respective names, 
so far as their names s known, and also a descrip- 
tion of the properiy of persons whose names shall be 
known, and also a description of the property of persons 
whose names are not known, at least thirty days pre- 
vious te the same being offered for collection. 

Third. To a call a meeting of the district board, in 
case any person shall complain to him during the above 


-named period, of being taxed beyond his due proportion, 


who shail examine into the ground of said complaint, 
and revise, alter or confirma said assessment, as in their 
judgment justice shall require; and at the end of the 
time specified, he shall certify the same upon the tax list, 
and present it to the moderator for his warrant. 

Fuurth. It shall be the duty of the assessor to collect 
all taxes assessed upon the taxable prorerty of his dis- 
trict, and pay them over on the warrant of the modera- 
tor ; and in case any person shall neglect or refuse to 
pay such tax when called upon, it shall bethe duty of 
the assessor to collect the same by distress and sale of 
the goods and chattels of such person, wheresoever 
found in said district, having first published such sale 
for at least ten days, by posting up notice thereof in the 
most public place in the district ; and in the collection 
of taxes upon lands and tenements, said assessor shall 
nmiake returns to the treasurer of the county in the same 
manner as township colleciors; and it shall be the duty 
of the treasurer to sell the lands and tenements for the 
collection of said school tax, in the same manner as is 
required for the collection of township and ceunty taxes. 

ifth. It shall also be the duty of the assessor to ap- 

for and in behalf of his district in all suits brought 

y or against said district, except the case provided for 
in the nineteenth section of this chapter. 

Sec. 18, The director shall have power, and it shall 
be his duty, 

First. To record all the proceedings of the district in 
a book to be kept for that purpose, and preserve copies 
of all reports made to the board of school inspectors. 

Second. To employ, by and with the advice and «on- 
sent of the moderator and assessor, or either of them, 
qualified teachers, and pay ther by a draft upon the 
township board of inspectors, said draft not to exceed 
the amount due said district on account ot the appor- 
tionment of the board of school inspectors. 

Third. Whenever the apportionment shall not be suf- 
ficient to pay for the services ef any such teachers, it 
shall be ‘he duty of the director to call a meeting of the 
district board for the purpose of levying the balance 
upon the taxable property of the district, the amount so 
levied not to exceed the sum voted by the district at its 
annual meeting : and in case said sum so voted, together 
with the *p rtionment, shall be found insufficient. the 
deficit shall be assessed upon the parents or guardians 
of the children, in proportion to the length of time they 
shall severally have attended school. during the term 
or terms when such deficiency shall have arisen. 


Fourth. Within ten days of the time of the annual 
meeting, the director shall take the census of his district, 
by registering the names of all belonging to it, between” 
the ages of five and seventeen years inclusive. 

Fifth. A copy of this list he shall furnish to each and 





every teacher employed within the district, and require 


every such teacher carefully: to note the time of the at- 
tendance of each and every scholar, and to make a re- 
turn of the same to the director. 

Sizth. It shall be the duty of the director to provide 
the necessary ae for the school-house, and keep 
the same in good condition and repair, during the time 
of ane, and an accurate account of all expenses in- 
curred. 

Seventh. He shall present said account to the district 
board, to be assessed and collected in the manner here- 
inbefore prescribed. 

Eighth. It shall be his duty to give the prescribed no- 
tice of the anoual district meeting, and all such special 
meetings as shall be called for in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter. 

Ninth. At the end of the year, the school director 
shall report to the township board of inspectors at the 
office of the township clerk, 

Fist. The whole number of children between the 
ages of five and seventeen ; 

Second. The number attending school under five and 
over seventeen ; 

Third, The whole number that have attended school 
during the year; 

Fourth. Length of time a school has been kept by a 
qualified teacher ; 

Fifth. Amount of money received from the board of 
school inspectors ; 

Sizth. Amount received for library ; 

Seventh. Amount of money raised in the district ; 

Eighth. Purposes for which it was raised ; and 

Ninth. Books used in said school. 

Src. 19. The moderator, director and assessor shall 
constitute the district board, and they shall have power, 
and it shall be their duty, 

First. To levy and assess upon the taxable property 
all moneys voted by the district, and the deficit, a, 
agreeably to the third provision of the eighteenth section 
of this chapter, and the sums requisite for the necessary 
appendages and fuel for the school-house, during the 
coutinuance of any school. 

Second. To equalize the assessment roll of fractional 
school districts, formed from different counties, when- 
ever in their judgment the assessment rolls of the town- 
ships out of which said district was formed, shall be un- 


equal. 

Third. To purchase or lease a site, as designated by 
the district, for the school-house, in the corporate name 
thereof ; to build, hire or purchose such school-house 
out of the funds collected for that purpose, and to make 
sale of any site or property of the district, as directed 
by the inhabitants thereof, at an annual or special meet- 


ng. 
Fourth. To divide the public moneys received by the 
district forthe year into not more than two parts, and 
to assign and apply one of such portions to each term a 
school may be kept, in payment of the teachers for ser- 
vices for the same: Provided, That no money shall be 
paid to any teacher who has not received a certificate, 
as — in the twenty-ninth section of this chapter. 
ifth. To require of the assessor a bond, to be given 
to the district, in double the amount of taxes to be col- 
lected in the district, with two sufficient sureties, to be 
approved by the erator and director, conditioned for 
the faithful appropriation of all moneys that may come 
into his hands by virtue of his office ; said bond to be 
lodged in the hands of the moderator, and in case of a 
non-fulfilment of the condition thereof, the moderator 
and director, or either of them, may cause a suit for the 
penalty of said bond to be commeneed in the name of the 
district, befure any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sizth. To present at each annual meeting of the dis- 
trict a report setling forth an accurate account of all 
moneys received by them, or any of them, during the 
preceding year, and of the disbursement of the same ; 
which report shall contain the items of such receipts and 
disbursements, and such report shall be recorded by the 
director in a distinet book to be provided and kept for 
that purpose. 

Sec. 20. The district board shall have power to fill 
by appointment any vacancy that skall occur, from 
whatever cause, and it shall be the duty of the board to 
supply such vacancy within ten days after the time of 
its occurrence. 

Sec. 21. Each member of the district beard:shall re- 
ceive such compensation for his services as shall be vo- 
ted in district meetings. 

District Libraries. 

Sec. 22. Each and every district that shall comply 
with the fifth provision of the thirteenth section of this 
chapter, shall be entitled to its proportion of the clear 
proceeds of all fines collected within the several coun- 
ties, for any breach of the penal laws ; and also its pro- 

tion of the equivalent for exemption from military 
Sow, which fines and equivalents shall be _— over by 
the several officers collecting the same, to the treasurers 
of the respective counties, to be by them apportioned 
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amongst the several towns in the county, accordi 

to the number of children beloreba the ages of five 

seventeen years inclusive. 

Township Board of as ~ Inspectors, their Powers and 
luties. 


Sec. 23. There shall be chosen at each annual town- 
ship meeting, three school inspectors, in the same man- 
ner as other township officers are chosen, who shall 
hold their office until others are chosen. 

Sc. 24. Said inspectors shal] have power, and it 
shall be their duty, 

First. To meet within ten days of their election at the 
office of the — clerk, who shall be ex-officio 
clerk of the board, and organize by choosing one of theit 
number chairman, who shall preside at their meetings. 

Second. To divide the township into such a number 
of districts, and to regulate and alter the boundaries of 
said school districts, as may from time to time be neces- 
sary: Provided, no district shall contain more than nine 
sections. 

Third. To describe and number the school districts 
of their township. 

Fourth. To apply for and receive from the county 
treasurer, all moneys appropriated for the primary 
schols and districts libraries in their townships, and from 
the collector of the township all moneys raised therein 
for the same purpose, as soon as the same shall be due. 

Fifth. To apportion the schoo! and library money re- 
ceived by them on or before the first of March in each 
year, among the several school districts in their town- 
ship, in proportion to the number of children in each, 
between the ages of five and seventeen years, as the 
same shall be shewn by the last annual report of the di- 
rector of each district : Provided, No schoul money shall 
be apportioned to any district, from which a report shall 
not ee been received, nor to any district in which a 
school shall not have been kept, at least three months 
during the year immediately preceding, by a qualified 
teacher, except the first distribution, and provided that 
no library money shall be apportioned to any district 
that shall not have complied with the fifth provision of 
the thirteenth section of this chapter. 

Sec. 25. The chairman of the board of inspectors, 
shall be the treasurer of said board ; and it shall be the 
duty of the inspectors to require of said chairman a 
bond, to be given to the township in double the amount 
to be received by him, in two sufficient sureties, to be

In case of the death, or removal, or disability 
to act of any one of the inspectors, the board shall fill 
such vacancy by appointment. 

Whenever any district board shall fail to 
supply any vacancy within the time limited in section 
twenty, the board of inspectors shall fill the same by 
appointment. 

Ec. 34. The inspectors shall be entitled to receive 
for their services the sum ot one dollar and fifty cents 
per day, to be audited and paid as the accounts of other 
township officers are audited and paid. 

Sec. 35. i oe elected or appointed school in- 
spector, who shall neglect or refuse, without sufficient 
cause, to serve as such, shall forfeit to the use of the 
school fund of his township the sum of twenty-five dol- 
lars, to be recovered as prescribed in the twenty-fifth 
section of this chapter. 

T—- Duties of the Township Clerk. 

Src. 36. The township clerk shall be ex-officio clerk 
of the board of school inspectors, and shall have power, 
and it shall be his duty, 

First. To attend all meetings of the inspectors, and to 
abr pte under their direction, all their reports, estimates 
and apportionments of school moneys, and record the 
same, aud all their proceedings, in a book to be kept 


for that ——. 

Second. 'To receive and keep all reports made to the 
inspectors from the directors of the several school dis- 
tricts, and all the books and papers belonging to the in- 
spectors, and file the same in his office. 

_ Third. To receive all such communications as may 
be directed to him by the superintendent of public in- 
struction, and dispose of the same in the manner directed 
therein. 

Fourth. To transmit to the clerk of the county all such 
reports as may be made for such clerk by the inspectors 
within the time limited in this chapter, and generally to 
do and execute all such things as belong to his office 
and may be required of him by the inspectors. 

Of certain Duties of the County Clerk. 

Sec. 37. Jt shall be the daty of each and every county 
clerk to receive all such communications as may be di- 
rected to him by the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, and dispose of the same in the manner therein di- 


rected. 

Src. 38. It shall be theduty of the clerk of each coun- 

ty, on or before the twentieth of November of every 

ear, to make and transmit to the superintendent of pub- 
ic instruction a report in writing, containing the whole 
number of townships in his county, distinguishing town- 
ships from which the required reports have been made 
to him by the inspectors of schools, and containing a 
certified copy of all their @forts ; and the board of su- 
pervisors or commissioners of each county are hereb 
authorized to allow to the clerk of their counties suc 
compensation as they may deem proper for the services 
he may perform under and by virtue of the provisions of 
this chapter. 

Sec. 39. Any clerk who shall neglect or refuse to 
make such report, by the time so limited, shall, for each 
offence, forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars to the 
use of the schools of said county, to be recovered in an 
action of debt, to be commenced forthwith by and in the 
name of the superintendent of public instruction ; and 
the money so recovered shall, when received by the 
superintendent, be paid into the treasury of the county, 
to the credit and for the use of the district or districts 
which may suffer from such neglect of the clerk, and 
the sum may be drawn out by the proper authority of 
said district or districts. 

Distribution of the Income of the School Fund. 

Src. 40. The moneys to be hereafter distributed an- 
nually for the support of the primary schools, shall be 
payable onthe first Monday of January in each year, 
on the warrant of the auditor general, to the treasurers 
of the several counties. 

Src. 41. The treasurers of the counties shall apply 
fer and receive such moneys as are apportioned to their 
respective counties, when the same shall become due. 

Ec. 42. The treasurer of each county, when he siall 
receive such moneys, shall give notice in writing to the 
chairman or clerk of the board of school inspectors of 
each township in his county, of the amount ef school 
and library moneys apportioned to such township, and 
shall hold the same, subject to the order of the inspect- 
ors.

Sxc. 47. Should any township neglect er refuse to 
elect a board of school inspectors, the collector shall pay 
the moneys so collected tu the county treasurer, to be 
apportioned among the several townships, as provided 
in the fortieth section of this chapter. 

Officers required to transmit to their Successors in Office. 

Src. 48. Each and every officer created by the pro- 
visions of this chapter, who shall receive by virtue of 
his office, any books, papers, or moneys, and shall re- 
fuse to deliver the same to his successor in office, or 
shall wilfully mutilate or destroy the same, or any part 
thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of not less than fifty dollars, nor more 
than five hundred, at the diseretion of the court.

2. No one individual shall have out of the library on 
his own account at the same time, more than two vol- 
umes, and not for a longer time than one month, without 
returning them to the librarian; but with the consent 
of the librarian, he may draw them anew. 

3. No one but a taxable inhabitant of the district 
shall have the right to draw books from the library ; 
but every taxable inhabitant shall have the right to draw 
from the library in addition to two volumes for himself, 
one volume for each of his children between the ages 
of five and twenty-one years. 

4. Every person taking books from the library shall 
be liable fur any damage that may happen to them while 
in his ession, and the librarian shall assess and col- 
leet said damage, and account to the district for all mo- 
neys received therefor. 

5: When books are drawn from tl:e library, the libra- 
rian shall enter in a book to be kept for that purpose, 
the title of the books, the number of volumes, by whom 
drawn and the time when they are drawn. 

6. Books may be drawn from the library at any time 
when convenient to the librarian; and the librarian 
shall set apart at least two hours on the last Saturday 
of each month tor the drawing of books, and make that 
time known by posting up notice in the most public place 
in the district.

Tur Story or Rector tHe MurpvErer.—This 
man killed another some time ago in Albany, and was 
condemned to die, but asked to be tried again, and was 
sent to this city, and put into the New York prison called 
Bridewell. It stands next the City Hall in the Park.— 
He got eut of it about opt ago, and has since 
been taken and brought here he stays all alone, 
day and night, in a Jittle room, with no window to look 
out of, and with an iron ring around each wrist, with a 
bar of iron between them. The door is kept locked, 
and another door outside of that, so that he cannot get 
out; but must wait there till the court meets which is 
to try him, and determine when he shall have a rope 
tied round his neck, and hung up till hedies. A law of 
the state says that a murderer must be hung. ‘The judge 
is obliged tosay what the law requires, twelve men, 
called the jury, must say whether he is a murderer or 
not. 

Since he has been caught, he has told what he did, 
and how he felt while he was running away ; and as I 
read his story, I thought I would tell the children in the 
Penny Paper to be very careful and not do as he has 
done. He learnt to do wrong when he was young ; and 
this is what wickedness often brings people to. Try to 
do righ’, and ask God to help you every day, and then 
you may be good and happy. But listen to Rector's 


story. 

Wren he was first in prison, he wanted to get out 
extremely ; but the door was bolted on the outside. He 
got the bar out of his handcuffs, somehow, and after 
working along time at night, he made a hole in the door, 
so that he could run his arm through and push the bult 
back. ‘Then he went out and hid in the passage, till the 
jailer came to bring his breakfast, who, as he entered 
the passage, locked the outer door behind him, and put 
the key in his pocket. Rector jumped on him, got the 
key, fastened him in a cell, unlocked the door, and ran 
off. 


He hurried into a house in Duane street, where his 
wife lived, and hid. The officers knew his wife lived 
there, and followed. They searched the house twice, 
but could not find him. Part of the time he was hid in 
a sideboard, which was so small that they did not think 
a man could get into it, and did not open it. There 
he la afraid to stir, from Monday A. M. till 
Tueed lay P.M. only getting out now and then to stretch 


He was afraid to trust anybedy ; and when night 





came, he changed his prison clothes for others, and 
walked to Yonkers. On the way he had to break off 
the iron rings from his wrists by pounding them with 
stones. He went ina steamboat to Sing Sing, where is 
one of the state prisons, with about 1,000 criminals in 
it. He says that when he saw it, he longed to get in, 
and stay there fur two or three years—for he thought 
nebody would lovk for him there, if he psteet <4 
name; and that when he came out, he might get away 
to some distant place, where nobody would know he 
had been a murderer. 

He saw that the court was sitting, and thought he 
would commit some one b taken up and sent straight 
to prison. So he stole a fine horse, and rode off on it. 
He also bought something, and paid in counterfeit mo- 
ney. Ina short time, he had-men hunting for him for 
three crimes. (Name them.) 

He had not gone far before he was seized for horse- 
stealing, put into a wagon by some men, and driven off 
for Peekskill, to be put into prison. But he jumped out on 
the road, ran into a swamp and they could not catch him. 
The walking was so bad there, that he had to cut his 
evant from his feet, with his knife, and then went bare- 
looted. 

He met a black man on the road afterwards, and 
bought a jacket of him ; and somé of his pursuers soon 
after met the same man, who told them which way he 
had gone, so that they caught him, and took him to 
Peekskill. There they read ia a Speed that Rec- 
tor the murderer had escaped; and found that he was 
the criminal. So they got handcuffs and put them on 
his wrists, and took him back to New York. 

Now what has brought Rector to this miserable con- 
dition? Do you think he went regularly to school when 
he was young, and spent his Sundays in church and 
sabbath schoul ? Did he keep dowa his temper, love 
the truth, read the Bible, pray and remember that God 


saw him every moment? Did he properly love work or ° 


reading, to hear good people talk, to stay at home in the 
evening and help his parents? Do you think he had a 
trade, owed nothing, and had money in the Savings 
k ? How must he must have felt, when he was 
running away from the officers, to see men at work on 
their , or in their shops, contented and happy, 
with friends around them, and their bibles and other 
good books on their little shelves? If he met children 
going to school, he must have thought, O, if I could be 
a boy again, I would take care never to steal, or kill,-or 
be sent to prison. 

There is one thing we can do for Recter, children.— 
Do you know what that is? We can pray God to for- 
give him.—New York Youth's Penny Paper. 

Sirk Cutture.—From information coming to us 
from various sources, we are inclined to believe that a 
disposition to try the experiment of the cultivation of 
silk has received a new impetus, and is prevailing in va- 
rious parts of the country with a power from which 
great results may be expected. The demand for the Mo- 
rus multicaulis and other valuable kinds of the mulber- 
ry has been unprecedented. ‘I'he importance of the in- 
terest begins strongly to arrest the public attention ; and 
its actual importance, in our firm persuasion, is not likely 
to be overrated. 

A circumstance which shows the short space of time 
required to -realize a crop of manufactured silk, from 
the Chinese or Morus multicaulis mulberry, came un- 
der my notice last season, viz: Messrs. Cheeney of 
Manchester, Ct. raised silk at the rate of 50 lbs. to the 
acre, from trees planted by layers the same spring, in 
the month of May, which produced silk at the above 
rate in October, and manufactured by me made a beau- 
tiful article of soft, strong, even sewing silk, and put into 
the market‘a finished article in the space of seven 
months from the time the trees were planted, thus prov- 
ing that it is not necessary for the farmer to wait several 
years for his trees to grow, before he can realize any 
profits, as has been the general impression. This tree 
is cultivated annually, as we doa crop of cornor Ly 
leaving the roots in the ground in the manner the sugar 
cane is cultivated.—Lemuel Cobb. 


MaternaL Tenperness.—A sparrow which had 
built her nest on a thatch roof of a e, was observed 
to continue her visits long after the time when the young 
birds had taken their flight.
